The red sultan thought that Turkey 
| had become weak on account of hav- 
| ing grown to too great an extent. So 
; he does not compl iat the empire 
lost those Balk. . lands, whic. were 
80 dificult to rule, for he believes—or 
believed when the diary was written 
—that Turkey’s safety lay in drawing 
back and concentrating her energies 
and the sooner we <0 that the soonet 
will our weakness and illness be over- 
come. Then Europe will see that 
; the despise! sick man will become a 
strong man, 

On the vexed question of training 
Turkish officers in Europe, the sultan 
says: 

My friei jl, the Germa kaiser, 

praises the progress of our officers who 
study in German~. But I am afraid 
the kaiser is wrong, for the special 
report of my Berlin ambassador shows 
that the study of those young gentle- 
men is a very insufficient affair. 
Only a few devot. themselvcs indus- 
triously to their work. a. costs a 
great deal for our young sors of Pash- 
as to study Pr<scian military science, 
but it is a ge-d thing for the for- 
eigner to r2e. 

The old virtues of the Osmanli, sim- 
plicity and sobriety, are often lost by 
our young men in Germany. They 
acquire habits of immorality and 
drinking, and return :3 bla.e dandies, 
look down upon their comrades, on 
our old and tried generals, and mock 
at our customs. . 

Abdul is aot the first to make such 
observations. He also believed in a 
thoroughly Mohammedan Turkey, in 
bringing back to the empire, in order 
to strengthen it, all the Ottomans who 
had wandered into neighboring states. 

As to Turkey’s troubles, the deposed 
sultan say.: 

Allah send is peace and quiet. No 
land requires them more. \": know 
that our rule leaves much to be desir- 
ed, but the worst thing is the intrig- 
uing of the powers, who are bringing 
about our ruin, Year in, year out, 
they disturb us. 

In view of the machinations of the 
powers how 2an .7e lead our people 
forward? 
years of peace, then we might hope to 
be equal to the much-admired Japan- 
ese. 

Throughout the diary Abdul fulmin- 
ates against extravagance and Juxury. 
To set my viziers a good example, he 
says: I have cut down my civil list. I 
know that the European press often 
rages against the size of it, but one 
must know that I have almost a whole 
town to maintain. 

I am also the Kalif, the Father of 
all Islam and my purse belongs, there- 
fore, to the Moslems of all the world. 
Allah knows how little I require for 
myself! 

We must have a censor! Abdul ex- 
claims. In the west, he thinks, with 
its high degree of general education, a 
censorship may not be necessary, but 
the ex-sultan says that it is necessary 
to treat his subjects as children, for 
they are, indeed only big children, and 
but slightly educated. It is a great 
pity, he adds, that so many shallow 
French novels find their way into the 
harems. 

English machinations make Abdul 
very angry. There now rests for us, 
he says, only one way to salvation. 
That is to annihilate. English  intri- 
gues. It is necessary for me to 
place myself at the head of the so- 
called reform movement. I must 
give way before English machina- 
tions, and I shall announce the con- 
stitution. That is the last move in 
the game. Perhaps those who revel

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PANAMA TOLL CASE 


AN AMICABLE UNDERSTANDING 
1S SOON EXPECTED 


It is Believed that President Wilson 
Will Assume an Attitude on the 
Canal Controversy that will Prove 
Agreeable to Great Britain 
Washington, D.C,—The report 

from England that Ambassador Bryce 

has informed his Government that 

President Wilson may be expected to 

assume an attitude on the Panama 

tolls controversy that will prove more 
agreeable to Great Britain than the 
policy of his predecessor, caused no 
surprise to those in Washington who 
have followed closely indications of 
the President's feeling on the subject.’ 
As far back as last summer, Washing- 
ton despatches asknowledged that 
such a sinall concession on the part 
of the United States in the language 
of the Panama Canal Act was neces- 
sary to make that measure accept- 
able to Great Britain that It seemed 
incredible that « friendly settlement 
in the ond would not be reached, 
The Fresident’s inclination to take 
a more sympathetic view of the Brit- 


‘ish protest against discrimination of 


the American coasting vessels has 
been suggested in the disfavor with 
which he is understood to have learn- 
ed of.the appointment of no-toll sen- 
ators to the committee on inter-ocean 
canals. Any bill amending. the Pan- 
ama Canal Act would be referred to 
that committec. 

Mr. Wilson has been guarded in his 
utterances on the subject of the can- 
al tolis and there is reason to believe 


‘that he does not wish to complicate 


the tariff situation by taking a stand 
just now c_ inst \ hich a majority of 
his party in both houses, as well as 
the party platform has declared. The 
President has long been a_ close 
friend of Ambassador Bryce, their 
writings on allied ‘subjects having 
brought them into communication 
many years ago, and it is thought 
that he has revealed his real senti- 
ments to the diplomat. 

A careful reacting of Sir Edward 
Grey's note of last summer to Am- 
bassador Bryce, which the Ambassa- 
dor read to Secretary Knox, led to 
the opinion in certain quarters that 
in spite of Sir Edward's. broad denial 
of the American right to any discrim- 
ination in favor of American shipping, 
he would accept the bill then pending 
as a fair recognition of Great Britain’s 
treaty rights if two amendments were 
made. One of these was to make 
it certain vuhat only American ships 
exclusively engaged in the coast wise 
trade would be allowed free passage 
through the c.nal. The other was to 
make it ,lain that the -exemption of 
certain American tolls would consii- 
tute a loss to tho American treasury 
and not constitute an additional bur- 
den on the shipping of the world. 

Whether those mild modifications 
constitute ‘he basis of the settlement 
which is now cone'dered possible is 
not known. In view of President 
Wilson’s supposed friendliness  to- 
wards the English plea it is possible 
that the British foreign cffice may 
press with greater vigor for some of 
the other points set .crth in Sir Hd- 
ward Grey’s longs not . But the sub- 
ject of arbitration with which he 


abandoned in favor of settlement by 
friendly diplomacy. 


Washington Welcomes Case 
.Washington.—The general opinion 
in unofficial circles is that the ad- 
ministration wuuld welcome a test in 
the supreme court on the question «~ 
the eligibility of the Japanese to 
naturalization. 
So far, all decisions o* record, 
mostly in west:rn courts, have held 
that Japanese are not eligible because 
not white persons. 
The issue as never been tested 
before the supreme court of tke 
United States in a direct form. 
The Japanese contend they are 
Malayan and Ayrian in lineage and 
consequently may fairly claim tu -- 
classified ethnologically as the white 
persons described in the naturaliza- 
tion act. 
The importance of . determination 
of the question and its relationship to 
the alien land legislation now pending 
in California, lie; in the fact that as 
that act now stand: before the legis- 
lature, any alien entitled to apply for 
naturalization may own and lease 
land in a state, »o that a decision 
favorable to the Japanese contention 
would completely defeat. the purpose 
of the legislation so far as it might 
be aimed at the Japanese. 


Mostly White Fox 


Prince Albert.—The shipments of 
fur from the north country this year 
are of unusual size and value, All 
the local fur trading companies report 
particularly large and valuable lots 
being brought in by trappers who 
annually visit this city with their 
pelts. The most prominent skin this 
year is that of the white fox and 
ecores of pelts are coming in. Other 
valuable specimens are finding their 
way here, not the .east important of 
which are two or three splendid po- 
lar bear skins of unusual size, 


Thousand a Day Coming West 


Winnipeg. — Immigrants averaging 
almost 1,000 a day reached Winnipeg 
during the week ending April 16. The 
British still maintain their lead among 
these with over 700 arrivals a day. 

Totals for the week are 5,666. Of 
these 3,676 were British, 240 Russians, 
450 Galicians, 360 Germans, 290 Ital- 
jens, 560 Scandinavians.

Elevators for the West 


Ottawa.—It is understood that the 
government has under corsideration 
the question of establishing terminal, 
elevators at several polnts in the 
west which afford alternative routes | 
for shipment of grain. 

The grain commissio. last summer 
at the instance of the government, 
investigated the matter, and reported 
in favor of such a plan, and recently 
the commission has been holding a 
series of conferences through the 
west o. the same subject. 

In the United States terminal fac- 
ilities for the -handling of grain are 
located at all important centres hav- 
ing a storage capacity estimated at 
200,000,000 bushels. As a. conse-| 
quence the grain is being shipped 
from all these centres the year 
round. 

Western Canada has but one ter- 
minal point, Fort William and Port 
Arthur. it is possible that if the 
government decides upon these ele- 
vators they may insist upon the con- 
dition that milling industries be es- 
tablished, The establishment of a 
terminal elevator which would contain 
all the grades of grain is the natural 
adjunct of such industry. Some of- 
ficlal announcement is expected be- 
fore the session closes. 


A Volunteer Force 

Wellington, N.Z.—The scheme for 
organizing a volunteer expeditionary 
force in New Zealand, available for 
service in any part of the empire, has 
been the subject of negotiations be- 
tween the Dominion and the Imperial 
Government. It is now annourced 
that progress has been made in these | 
negotiations and that the views of 
His Majesty's Government will be 
submitted to the Dominion Cabinet. 

The general o nion is that the vol- 
unteers joining the ‘orce will amount 
approximately to seven or eight thou- 
sand men. These men, owing to the 
universal system which exists in New 
Zealand will hu eo already undergone 
training in the territorial force. The 
formation of this corps by New Zea- 
land is the first step taken by the Do- 
minions to furnish the Mother coun- 
try with an estima'e of the exact) 
forces which wil] te available for the 
assistance of the empire in tim: of, 
need. 


Titaric Claims Period Extended 
New York.—The time limit for fil- 
ing claims against the Ocean Steam) 
Navigation, limited, for losses incurr- | 
ed by the sinking of the Titanic was 
extended by Unit States Judge 
Holt, in the case of two attorneys re- | 
presenting nearly sixty claimants.

The Pas, Man.—That minerals in 
paying quantities exist within 100 
miles of The Pas on both sides of 
the Hudson Bay railway and in close 
proximity thereto, and that new Man- 
itoba is sure to see at an early date 
a rush for precious metals, similar to 
what happened in the Porcupine dis- 
trict in Northern Ontario, is the re- 
port that the Wright-Bancroft pros- 
pective party, Which went north last 
winter and returned a few days ago, 
have brought with them. 

Both men have spent the greater 
portion of their lives in this work. 
The fact also that the well known 


mining engineer, C. Bateman, of To- 
ronto, has himself investigated the 
matter and made propositions for the 
taking over of the claims located by 
the party is evidence that its report 
is a reliable one. 

The Wright-Bancroft party's field 
of action has been principally the 
Thicket Portage district, which is at 
the far extremity of the first contract 
of the Hudson Bay railway, therefore 
about 185 miles from here. The 
claims they have located number 80, 
as fcllows: Thicket Portage Manitoba 
group 6; Wintering Lake Dominion 
group 7; Ironstone La’ » Jupiter group 
6; Cardioc Lake Cariboc group 3; 
Sandy Lake Rawhide group 8;- the 
later group is within 100 miles of The 
Pas. None of the first four groups 
are farther out than 10 miles from 
the Hudson Bay railway. 

The Manitoba group being traver- 
sed by the grade samples, which hav- 
ing been assayed have shown very 
close to eleven dollars worth per ton 
of copper and gold. 4 

The main and only trouble which 
may be encountered in the develop- 
ment of the claims located by the 
party as well as others of similar na- 
ture in the whole of new Manitoba 
will be the ability of the root and soil 
to keep water out, for if expensive 
pumping apparatus has to be used ‘it 
may be found tha* the quantity of 
precious metal will not be sufficient 
to pay.

FOR WELLAND CANAL 


Departmental Engineers Visit 
Ditch to Get the Latest Ideas 

Ottawa, Ont .—Chief Engineer 
Bowden, of the railways and canals 
department, and Engineer Weller, 
who is in charge of the work on the 
Welland Canal, have returned from a 
trip to the Panama canal, where they 
epent the past month studying the 
great work which is about to link 
the two oceans. They have been in- 
vestigating the latest engineering de- 
velopment as exemplified on the Pa- 
nama canal with a viw to applying 
these ideas to the new Welland un- 
dertaking. 

The government is anxious for the 
Welland to be the latest work in mod- 
ern canal construction. The two 
engineers are starting work at once on 


| designing the canal construction, and 
| tenders will be closed as soon as pos- 
| sible. 


The preliminary work is already 
well under way, the route having beén 
decided upon, and the first survey 
being also about complete. It is 
almost impossible for the contractors 
to get more than a start this year, 
but the next five years will see great 
activity along the line ‘of the big 
ditch across ‘he Niagara peninsula. 

The canal that is being planned is 
designed to meet future needs for 
a long period and will be one of the 
greatest works of its kind on the 
continent, 


PROGRESS SY WIRELESS 


| From Chambery, France, to New York 


is Latest 


Paris.—By means of the invention 
of an Italian engineer, Galetti, it is 
hoped that within ten days it will be 
possible to communicate by wireless 
from Chambery, in the southeast of 
France, to New York, A wireless 
station has been erected on a high 
cliff in the village of Leschauz, near 
Chambery. 

Dispensing with antenae, Galetti 
has set up two posts eight metres 
(about 26 feet 3 inches) high. These 
are connected by a wire from whi. 
a series of other wires 900 meters 


|long (about 2,952 feet) converge to 


the operator's cabin at the foot of 
the cliff. Galetti obtained authority 
to test his system from the French 
post office department, which working 
in co-operation with Italy and the 
United States, expects eve’ tually to 
exploit the Leschauz station for the 
purpose of direct communication with 
New York. Galetti expressed sat- 
iefaction with the preliminary trials.

The 
Emperor followed this up with a re- 
script to the army, calling attention 
to the number of duels caused by 
officers insulting their comrades or 
civilians. This was in the nature 
of a warning to the officers to strive 
against such. prac'’ces, It con- 
cluded: Self-control and_ restraint 
must be cultivated as manly virtues. 


FATAL ACCIDENTS 


Department of Labor Report 
Deaths in Industrial Trades 


Ottawa.—During the month of 
March, according to the record of the 
department labor, 480 industrial 
accidents occurred, of which 93 were 
fatal and 387 resulted in serious in- 
juries. This is 8 more fatal and 13 
fewer non-fatal accidents than were 
recorded in February. The record 
for March 1912 was 113 fatal and 356 
non-fatal accidents. The greatest 
number of fatal accidents occurred 
to employees in steam railway ser- 
vice. Of the non-fatal accidents, 
115 steam railway employees were in- 
jured. In the ‘metal trades 102 
workmen were injured, while in the 
building trades 25 workmen were in- 
jured.

suggest Christ and the ciurch both 
by analogy and contrast. 

We have secn much in the death 
and resurrection and marriage of 
Isaac, but no character is quite so 
full typicaily as that of Joseph. No 
one can he tyn” of Christ in the 


matter of being sinless, for He alone 
Was without si~, But there are 
quite a number who because of in- 
cidents in thelr lives ov official posi- 
tion are sur ~estive of Christ. 

We are to hrve seven studies in 
the history of Jo:oph and as the siext 
will be in chapter xi this lesson must 


touch xxxix as well a3 xxxvil. We 
are introiv>ed to Joseph at the age of 
Seventeen 23 © shepherd with his 


brethren (verse 2). There were two 
Peculiar things about him, for neith- 
er of which he was responsible—he 
was loved by Israel more than the 
oters because t. was the son cf his 
oid age, and :i Lord gave him two: 
dreams which indicated an exaltation 
above his brethren and even above his 
parents (verse; 8-11). 

Because of his father’s: love and 
these dreams it is written that his 
brethren hated him and they hated 
him yet the more and they envied him 
and as they saw him coming, being 
sent by h!- father to seek their wel- 
fare, they conspired against hin to 
slay him (verses 4, 5, 8, 11, 18 20). 

Our lesson verse~ today tell of his 
being stripped of his coat of many 
colors or pieces, cast into a pit, taker 
up again and sold as a slave for twen- 
ty pieces of silver and taken down to 
Egypt and sold to Potiphar, an offi- 
cer of Pharaoh's and captain of the 
guard. As his father waited and 
wondered concerning his precious 
boy they brought. home his coat, 
which they had dipped in the blood 
of a kid of the goats, and said: This 
have we found—know now whether 
it be thy son’s coat or no. So Jacob 
was led to suppose that Joseph had 
been killed by a wild beast, and he 
refused to be comforted. He had 
sorely deceived his father, and havin= 
sown the wind he reaped the whirl- 
wind. 

Turning to Joseph, we find hinr 
both as a slave and as a_ prisoner’ 
falsely accused and wrongfully im- 
prisoned called a prosperous man, for 
the Lord was with him. In Poti- 
phar’s house all that he had was put 
in Joseph’s hand, and even in the 
prison the keeper put everything un- 
der his care, and whatsoever they did 
there he was the doer of: 
it (xxxix, 1-6, 21-23). So the years 
passed with Joseph, who was sold for 
a servant, whose feet they hurt wi. 
fetters. He was laid in iron. Until 
the time that His word cams the word 
re the Lord iried him (Ps. ev. 17- 
19). 

In The Study of the Types, by 
Miss Ada R.. Habershon, she notes 
the following points of analogy, giv- 
ing the New Testament and < ther re- 
ferences. I am glad to quote them 
for those who are interested enough 
to look up the : xferences, giving to- 
day only those from the two c!.apters 
we have looked at, 

The good shepherd feeding his 
flock (John x, 11, 14). Loved by His 
Father (Matt. {il, 17). <Iated, envied 
and disbelicvec by his brethren 
(John iii, 19-20; vii, 5; xv. 25; Mark 
xv. 10; Luke xix, 14). His pre-em- 
inence shown in his dreams (Col. i, 
18). His fath » observed hic say-~- 
ing (Luke ii, 61). He willingly agree! 
to go to his brethren (Ps. xi. 7, 8; 
Luke xx, 13; John ifi, 16). He went 
from. Hebron (fellowship, came to 
Shechem and was found wandering 
in the field (John xvi, 28; xvii, 5, 24; 
iv, 4-5; Matt. xiii, 38; Luke ix, 58) 
He went after his brethren to seek 
their welfare and his father told him 
to bring him word again (Luke xix, 
10; xv. 4; John xvii, 13). They con- 
spired against him, mocked him, 
stripped him, put him in a pit, sat 
down and afterward sold him ...to 


Egypt for twenty pieces of silver 
(Matt, xxvii, *, 28, 36, 9; xxvi. 15° 15; 
fi, 14; Mark xv. 32; Ps. xi, 2; lxix. 


2, 14, 15). 

He became a slave to an officer of 
Pharaoh but the Lord was with him 
and made all that he did to prosper 
(Isa, xix, 7; jit, 10° Phil, fi, 7; 
John xvi, 32). Those who cppress 
ed him were blessed for his sake and 
placed everything under his care 
(Eph. 1 38, iv, 32; John iii, 35; 11 
Tim. 1, 12). He was a goodly per 
son well favored, yet without sin 
(Soug v, 16; Luke ii, 52; Hab. iv, 
15). Many other texts may be added 
to these, and w: will quote further 
analogies fron Miss Habershon’s 
studies in future lessons. 

It will help some to remember that 
“Whatsoever things were writtec 
afore time wer wrilten for owr 
learning that we through patience aud 
comfort of the Scriptures might has > 
hope, and that these things were our 
examples and happened unto them for 
types (Rom. xv. 4; 1 Cor, x, 6 iL 
margin). I have no doubt but that Jo- 
seph was sustained in his sufferings 
by the glory set before him in bis 
dreams, for since he could interpret 
the dreams of others, as we shall see 
li. our next lesson, he must have Um- 
derstood something of the significance 
of his own. It is true of every re 
deemed soul. as it was true of Joseph 
that every step in the way of salvation 
is a step toward a throne and a kind 
dom. Ce

“THE ART OF POISONING. *) 


Subtle Methods Used by the Natives of 
Central Africa. 

The Centra) African native is a mas | 
ter in the art of poisoning and always 
on the watch.for it. He will never 
take a drink of water or beer or eat 
of a dish, even when offered by a 
peaceful acquaintance, until the host: 
has eaten or drunk some of it to pledge | 
its, harmiessness. He is always in’ 
fear of treachery, and with good rea: | 
son, for an assassin is cheaply hired, 
Vegetable poisons may be made by al- 
most any one, and the methods of uad- 
ministering them are cunning beyond 
description. 

One of the cleverest ways, often re- 
sorted to when a man gets into his 
head an idea that a neighbor is injur 
ing him by witchery, is to kill the un 
suspecting victim. by means of poison- 
ed stakes and at the same time avoid 
suspicion, which would inevitably lead 
to a similar vengeance. 

Proctring little sharpened sticks, the 
murderer hollows their points and in. 
serts poison (usually made by boiling 
down the juice of certain shrubs or 
creepers).into the cavities. These he 
secretly plants upright, but leaning a 
little along the path which leads from 
the doomed negro's hut to his garden. 

Sooner or later the intended victim 
slightly lacerates his bare foot by hit- 
ting one of these sbarp stakes. He 
takes no notice of the scratch, for be 
ig used to such trifling injuries, but in 
a few moments his foot and leg begin 
to swell, and an hour or so later he 
expires in agony. 

The bark and roots of several trees 
and shrubs yielé virulent poisons when 
properly brewed, one of whicb has the 
peculiar effect of at once paralyzing 
the organs of speech. The gall of the 
crocodile when dried in the sun and 
pulverized is also very deadly. The 
most fatal poison, however, is that 
prepared from an ugly, whitish tree 
called njungu in German Bast Africa. 
It grows in only a few localities, and 
few natives, will venture to cut it 
down, for a mere prick with a splinter 
will cause terrible and sometimes fa- 
tal inflammation. The. negroes say 
that neither moths nor snakes will go 
near it and that birds never rest in its

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DOMINION FORESTS. 


How the Federal Forests are 
Being Developed. 


, 


The Dominion Forest Service has 
progreased farther than any other 
service in Canada in the laying out 
of forest reserves and providing for 
their proper administration. Six- 
teen million acres have been de- 
finitely set apart by Act of Parlia- 
ment to be administered as forest 
reserves. Additional areasare being 
examined each year. and some six 
million acres additional are now 
under temporary reservation and will 
shortly be added to the reserves set 
apart by statute. The mere setting 
apart of reserves though an im- 
portant step, is only a preliminary 
one. Although, unfortunately, in 
some cases it has not been realized 
that anything further is necessary, 
this mistake has not been made in 
the federal administration. 

The reserves have been organized 
by appointing an inspector in chatge 
for each of the western provinces. 
The inspectors selected are men who 
have had a thorough technical train- 
ing in forestry and who have shown 
good administrative ability. In 
each of the inspection districts the 
reserves areas are laid out in units
